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Western Allies Suffer Serious Setback In Tiny Laos

HONG KONG, Aug 28 A»-The 
tinted States and its Western 
partners have suffered a serious 
setback in the tiny but strategic 
kingdom of Laos. 
After 2' 2 months of crisis, the 
National Assembly has invested 
Prince Souvanna Phouma as pre­ 
mier, at the head of a coalition 
of two leading political parties—

al Progressives. 
The country thus has come full 
circle since Souvanna Phouma re­ 
signed as premier May 29 after 
•

nation with the dissident. Com­ 
munist-inspired Pathet Lao. 
The I'nited States, France. Brit­ 
ain and neighboring South Viet 
Nam had looked forward to a new 
leader w ho would refuse to accept 
the Pathet Lao into a coalition 
But two Western-minded former 
premiers. Katay Don Sasorith and 
Phoui Sananikone. upon whom the 
I nited State^had pinned some of 
its hopes failed to win Assembly 
approval Sn did a far left par­ 
liamentarian 
Bong 
Souvanna- 
vong 
Both Katay and Phoui are mem- 
hers of Souvanna Phouma s new 
( abinet One of its first acts w as 
to announce that the Pathet Lao, 
which controls two northern prov­ 
inces. will participate in a coali­ 
tion government to be formed 
within two month. 
General elections in which the 
Pathet Lao will take part are 
icheduled for January. 
The Pathet Lao began a* a na 
tionahst minded resistance organ­ 


ization w'hen France ruled the 
kingdom. It got concrete and ideo­ 
logical assistance from neighbor-j 
mg Communist North Viet Nam. 
which also was fighting France. 
During the fighting, it seized 
large chunks of the provinces of 
Sam Neua and Phong Saly and 
has since used its hold for bar­ 
gaining. 
The United States view is that 
Pathet Lao members should he 
granted amnesty and allowed to 
re-enter politics, not as a party 
< but as individuals. 
U.S. interest in this poor and 
remote Southeast Asian land is 
explained by the map Laos sits 
between America s friends and 
foes in an uneasy balance which 
if lost, could he perilous for the 
West. Red China and Red North 
Viem Nam are on one side, free 
South Vie! Nam. Thailand. Burma 
and Cambodia are on the other 
With the renaming of Souvanna 
Phouma as premier, the Pathet 
Lao negotiations again become a 
family affair, for leader of the dis­ 
sidents is v o l u b l e personable 
Prime Souvannavong, his half- 
brother 
Last December, after prolonged 
negotiations, the roval half-broth­ 
ers signed a 12-point agreement 
which provided for a coalition, 
granted the Pathet Lao legal po­ 
litical rights, proclaimed an am­ 
nesty, and opened up to its posts 
in the administration. 
The Pathet I,ao. in turn guar­ 
anteed to restore the two prov­ 
inces and give up its hanuman 
army to the royal government 
Pro-American government crit­ 


ics questioned the Pathet Lao's 
good faith. 
Souvannavong added new condi­ 
tions. chief of which was that the 
royal government first conclude 
an aid agreement with Red China, 
That was the situation when 
Souvanna Phouma s government 
fell at the end of May. 
In interviews with this writer, 
both men said they were eager 
to'reach an accord 
.Souvanna­ 
vong. smiling blandly, denied his 
Pathet Lao was Communist, that 
it was hacked either by Red China 
or Red North Viet Nam Far from 


being a Communist, he said. "I 
am something of a traditionalist ” 
Whether the country eventually 
falls into the Communist orbit ap 
pears to depend on the tempera­ 
ments of the half-brothers. If Sou- 
^vanna Phouma remains firm in 
j opposing Communist influenc e. 
and if Souvannovong genuinely 
ifinds his prestige will he more se­ 
cure as a nationalist than as a 
Marxist—-then all should go well. 
If not, little Laos may find that 
like the citizens ot ancient Troy, 
they have permitted a deadly 
wooden horse within their gates.

Apple Size 
Reduced By 
Va. Drought 


W INCHESTER. Va . Aug, 2* .?

Khrushchev declared Malenkov 
took advantage of Joseph Stalin in 
Stalin's last years and prompted 
the dictator to do many things 
which now w arrant denunciation 
Elsew here in the piece. Khrush­ 
chev reiterated Russia's revolu­ 
tionary aim in world politics. He 
s^id 
‘ We regard it as our mis­ 
sion to reform the world and to 
build a Communist society.” 
The Komm unist article consist­ 
ed of excerpts from three pre­ 
viously unpublished s p e e c h e s 
Khrushchev made since May

lects—-including agriculture, hous- 
ng.

Khrushchev asserted Malenkov

He said that, though Stalin made 
“ gross and grave m istakes.” he J 
nonetheless did much good for] 
the Soviet I'nitn and the Commu-!

Malenkov 
and 
Beria

‘ Though Malenkov occupied a 
high position in the party and gov * 
em inent he not only did not re­ 
strain Stalin hut very skilfully took 
advantage of Stalin’s weaknesses 
and habits in the last years of 
his life.

Special Clinic 
Here On Polio 
Is Successful 


The 
special 
polio 
evaluation 
clinic held here Monday and Tues 
day has been hailed by West 
em Maryland March of Dimes 
officials as an important step in 
helping 
many polio victims to 
lead fuller, more useful lives. 
Some 50 persons from Allegany 
and Garrett counties were exam 
ined at the clinic, sponsored joint 
ly by the Allegany-Garrett chap 
ters of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis and the 
Allegany-Garrett Medical Society 
John 
Robb, chairman of the 
local 
polio group, joined 
Mrs 
William Harmon, chairman of the 
Garrett County Chapter, in ex 
pressing satisfaction at the preli 
mmary results of the evaluation 
clinic. These findings, Robb and 
Mrs. Harmon said, showed that a 
number of post-polios in the two 
counties can he helped by the 
|latest advances in rehabilitative 
medicine. Form al medical reeom 
mendations will be available in 
about two weeks, they explained 
The March of Dimes leaders 
also praised the members of the 
medical evaluation team and the 
officials of the Maryland Office 
I of V ocational Rehabilitation w ho 
assisted at the clinic.

Sometimes a polite answer doesn't turn 
away wrath. For example, take the reply made 
by President Curtice of General Motors—which 
was seconded by the heads of Ford and Chry** 
ler— to the proposal made by Walter Reuther, 
United Auto workers president, that the 
Big 
Three” in the motor industry reduce prices on 


1958 cars by $100 a unit. 
Curtice's polite letter has been interpreted 
by Reuther as an ‘‘arbitrary rejection ", 
In a way it s understandable that Reuther 
should take umbrage at the answer he received, 
for what he got back was as good as he sent. Th* 
rejection was implied rather than stated—Cur­ 
tice noted that prices of the company's products 
were not a proper subject for collective bargain­ 
ing, and explained why— but the letter made a 
counter-suggestion tnat neatly capped the Reu­ 


ther proposal. 
What Reuther had proposed was that the 
‘ Big Three” reduce prices on their 1958 cars by 
HOO each as a means of fighting inflation. The 
Reuther 
proposal 
contained 
no 
commitment 
limiting the unions freedom of action in the 


slightest. 
Curtice's suggestion was that the union ex­ 
tend its contract for two years as a "contribution 
to economic stability.” Such a decision, he said, 
would ' have a most constructive effect, even 
beyond our industry.” He pointed out that the 
contract contains cost-of-living and improvement 
factor clauses, so the workers pay levels would 


he protected. 
Unless Reuther is prepared to get down to 
cases, he will he suspected of talking for propa­

Certain other 
advantages are indicated, such as a pension fund to

The trouble with the glorified picture of the teach­ 


er s lake is that if the young lady has any brains she 
can earn more than that in all sorts of private indus­ 
tries wT*h better financial and soc ial opportunities. Also 
she will not have to take home a wad of compositions 


or examination papers to correct. 


Therefore the pay is not an attraction nor is 
the long summer vacation, part of which often 


must be spent at summer sessions at some college, 
at the teacher s expense, getting points for a higher 
degree without which there is no longer any advan­ 


tage in any of the cultural professions 


The mathematician who wrote this letter to the 
new spaper makes thus point 
“ Let us examine what the Legislature did by pas? 
mg the teacher s union law 
Six hours per day times 
tan days per year gives 1080 hours. 14 400 divided by 
1080 gives a nominal guaranteed minimum of over 
$4 05 per hour. 
After IO y ears a teacher of 31 year* 
of age make* approximately $6 400, corresponding to 
a guaranteed $S.90 per hour. 
Compare thus with the 
federal SI an hour minimum wage limit " 
He ut either a bachelor or a comptometer. C er­ 
tainly, he knows nothing about team ing and how much 
it takes to cram even a little knowledge into the heads 
of say 30 brats who can think of so many better things 
to do than to discover the eternal verity that two plus 
two equals four, or the m echanical truth that spelling 
i* an aid to writing and that in this country everybody 
at some time must write even if it is nothing m ore 
than a sales check or an address on an envelope. 
The teacher trim s the wick so that the lam p m ay 
shine, a m etaphor which will probably not be under­ 
stood in this era when to have light one does nothing 
m ore than flick a switch. Six hours a day of teaching 
ta tough going for a teacher even with a break for 
lunch. 
No professor in a university could carry a 
schedule of such dim ensions and not crack under it 
both m entally and physically. 
Of course, it us easier for a butcher or a grocer 
to run even eight or ten hours a day. He only argues 
with custom ers: a teacher has to discover what us in 
the mind of the rebellious creatu re, the child, whose 
im agination runs away with him and who tries every 
trick in the bag to duscover which will work 
The 
sm arter the child, the m ore he flexes his im agination 
and tries the patience of the teacher. 


A lady writes to me that I am wasting mr 
time sympathizing with teachers; they are well 
paid and "the majority of them are married lo 
men with very good salaries.” The issue is not 
whether the teacher s husband gefs a good salary, 
lf she has a husband. The issue is does this par­ 
ticular teacher have the 
gift of penetrating a 
resistant mind, of planting the seed of knowledge, 
of encouraging a desire 
to 
learn, of forming 
character and inspiring ambition.

When it us complained that the present crop of, 
let us say. high school graduates cannot read, spell. 
write or count, know nothing about their country and 
can only recite the biographies of movie stars with 
em phasis on their multiple m arriages and sex pec­ 
cadillos, then the school system has failed and needs 
a total overhauling. 
But if the school system has gone awry with ideas 
of so-called progressive education and its various modi­ 
fications. then that should be corrected. However, the 
education of your child is most important during the 
earliest years of its life. 
Kindergarten and the first 
three grades is where the job has to be done and that 
is where the most inspired and the most inspirational 
teachers need to be. That is where the child must 
learn to love going to school.

Tension headache generally is 
localized and is less severe than 
the other kinds. It is dull and 
com es on at night, usually fol­ 
lowing a day of tension. Men and 
women who do not know how to 
relax are more susceptible. Re­ 
lief follows rest, together with the 
application of a hot w ater bag 
and the use of aspirin or a seda­ 
tive.

firms, fn his speech on the Sen­ 
ate floor, he stated that the peo­ 
ple have been denied the free­ 
dom to choose their own music. 
He said that the broadcasters’ 
ownership of 2,000 song publish­ 
ing firms (BroadcastMusic.Inc.I 
along with their ownership of 
the Victor and Columbia record­ 
ing 
companies 
“ constitutes 
a 
massive 
interlocking 
combina­ 
tion not in the public interest. 
The public today is a captive 
audience 
It is being force-fed 
a brand of music not always to 
its liking." 
Along with the helpless viewers 
and 
listeners, 
the 
independent 
songwriter is at the mercy of 
these broadcasters. 
His music 
has been squeezed off the air 
while BMI songs have been ram­ 
med down the public ears. 
A 
recent advertisement of BMI an­ 
nounced that of the nation's IO 
most 
popular 
songs, 
all 
were 
theirs. 
But as I said. things may he 
looking up, The public and the 
songwriters 
have 
found 
some 
friends. 
Congress is a nice friend to 
. have. 
Its Anti-Trust Committee 
; us 
a 
fearless 
watc hdog. 
Two 
• months ago the Committee, head­ 
ed by Rep. Ceiler, asked the De­ 
partment of Justice to investi­ 
gate Hie questionable praetices 
of the broadcasters in the music 
business. 
This 
recommendation 
was based on findings of fact 
which sub #ntiatc what writers 
of words and music have been 
claiming all along 
In one case. 
the Committee 
found that BM I had specifically 
contracted with a publisher to 
suppress ASCA!* music. 
In an­ 
other, BMI heavily subsidized a 
nationally-known disc jockey who 
wrote a column warning radio 
personnel not to play a certain 
song because it was not BMI 
When this evidence and more 
like it was brought to light, oth­ 
er friends of the public started 
protesting. 
The very first com­ 
mentator to call 
the 
situation 
shocking was the one who regu­ 
larly fills this space 
Lately another Crosby, the one 
who dreams of White Cliristmas- 


jses. h a s raised his voice. 
This 
(Crosby rarely takes up cudgels. 
By temperament

not a viewer - with * alarm.

when he does speak up in a con­ 
troversy, we are inclined to lis­ 
ten closely.

sorry state of popular music to­ 
day. 
He 
told 
Sen,

Chairman of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Committee, that the poor 
quality “ is the result of press­ 
ures exerted by BMI. The mono­ 
polistic trend is certainly appar­ 
ent enough. . . It just galls me," 
he said, “ too see so much trash 
on our airlanes and TV screens
